s.o. 644(E).— Whereas the Central Government has been informed by the 
Tobacco Board that a large number of unregistered farmers have resorted 
to unauthorized Flue Cured Virginia tobacco (hereafter referred to as 
FCV tobacco)cultivation in the State of Andhra Pradesh, causing a 
mismatch between the demand and supply position; 

And whereas the High Court of Andhra Pradesh directed the 
Central Government vide its order dated 26 th April 2002 in W.P. M.P. 
9918 of 2002 in W.P. 7935 of 2002 to permit the unregistered growers to 
sell unauthorized FCV tobacco grown by them during crop season 2001- 
2002 at designated auction platforms and to retain the 25% of the sale 
proceeds by Tobacco Board pending final order of the petition; 


And whereas the Central Government considered it appropriate to 
extend the benefit of the directions of the said interim order to 
unregistered farmers of Virginia tobacco not being petitioners permitted 
the sale of unauthorized FCV tobacco produced by all unregistered 
farmers during the said crop season which was marketed by them during 
the period from 4 th day of June, 2002 to 7 th day of August, 2002 at 


designated auction platforms and 25% of the sale proceeds of such 
unauthorized FCV tobacco was retained by the Tobacco Board; 


Whereas the Central Government is satisfied that circumstances 
have arisen rendering it necessary in the public interest, to suspend or 
relax for the period from 4 th day of June 2002 to 7 th day of August, 2002, 
the operation of all or any of the provisions of the Tobacco Board Act, 
1975(4 of 1975); 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under section 
20A read with clause (g) of sub-section (2) of section 8 of the Tobacco 
Board Act, 1975 (4 of 1975), the Central Government hereby authorise 
the Tobacco Board to admit, from the 4 th day of June 2002 to 7 th day of 
August, 2002, the regular and registered traders and dealers of the 
Tobacco Board to purchase, at its auction platforms in Andhra Pradesh, 
the unauthorized tobacco produced by unregistered farmers in the 
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State of Andhra Pradesh, subject to the condition that Rs 2/- per kg. as 
extra fee and 15% of the proceeds of the sale as service charges shall be 
contributed to the Tobacco Fund by every unregistered grower for the 
unauthorized tobacco.

Explanatory Memorandum 

1. The Tobacco Board had refused renewal of registration to the 
growers of Virginia tobacco who had violated the ‘Crop Holiday’ in 
Andhra Pradesh in 2000-01.

7935 of 2002 in the High Court of Andhra Pradesh. On a miscellaneous 
petition No. 9918 of 2002 in Writ Petition No. 7935 of 2002 the Hon’ble 
High Court of Andhra Pradesh had given an interim order permitting the 
petitioners to sell the Virginia tobacco crop grown by them through the 
auction platforms of Tobacco Board subject to 25% of sale proceeds 
being retained by the Board in a separate account. It was also ordered that 
the saie proceed shall be subject to the final orders in the Writ Petition 
and remaining 75% of the sale proceeds shall be disbursed to the 
growers. The Hon’ble High Court in its judgement dated 22.12.2002 on 
the Writ Petition No 7935 has directed the Board to consider the 
applications of the petitioners for renewal of registration. The Board has 
filed a review petition in the High Court of Andhra Pradesh against this 
judgement. The decision of the Court on the same is awaited. As the 
Court has given its judgement in the said case the Government has 
decided to refund the balance amount after levying the extra fee and the 
service charges. 

2. The giving of retrospective effect of this notification does not 
affect any other tobacco growers prejudicially.
